Operating officials of the New Ha­ 
ven and the officers and directors 
of tin* system are grilled scathingly 
for

were permitted to become practically 
“dead letters” and for not seeing to 
it personally that operating condi­ 
tions were what they had directed 
them to be. 
“Man failure in this case,” says

McChord,

pared the report after an exhaustive

dent, “began high up in official au­ 
thority, and it was not an unnatural
